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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including that of a security device having a 
first security member (10), a second security member (100), where the first and second security 
members are engaged in a closed position to retain an item, a lock slide (200) mounted to the 
first security member without being removed between actuation from a locked condition to an 
unlocked condition and a latch that has a spring blade (202), that is integral to the lock slide, that 
engages with a stop member (106) that is on the second security member. 

The prior art of record does not disclose the combination of a container with a first 
member and a second member that has a lock slide permanently mounted to the first member, a 
spring blade being part of the lock slide and a stop member being on the second security 
member.
